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PREFACE 

There  are  generally  always  someone  in  every  large  family  who  are. 
at  least  lightly  interested  in  keeping  a  record  of  the  family.  For  a 
number  of  years  it  has  been  the  desire  of  the  author  of  this  book  to 
make  a  permanent  record  of  the  Cook  families  in  the  South,  and  with 
no  small  expense  to  the  author,  as  well  as  a  great  deal  of  effort  and 
work,  this  book  of  Cook  genealogy  has  been  made  possible  at  a  small 
cost  to  the  individual. 

I  have  tried  to  make  the  history  and  genealogy  as  condensed  as 
possible  in  order  to  make  the  volume  more  interesting,  recording  only 
the  things  necessary  to  make  a  complete  record,  yet  none  of  these 
branches  are  complete,  so  far  as  all  the  families  and  persons  are  con¬ 
cerned. 

This  is  the  second  edition  of  this  record,  which  has  been  much  extra 
expense  and  trouble  to  the  author,  which  could  have  been  avoided  if  all* 
would  have  been  willing  to  give  their  co-cperation  in  the  beginning  of 
the  work  of  the  first  edition,  yet  there  have  been  some  who  have  been 
vitally  interested  since  the  beginning,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  the  following  persons:  Leroy  Cook  of  the  John 
Cook  Branch;  Wesley  Cock  and  Mrs.  Minifee  Cook  of  the  James  Cook 
Branch;  F.  F.  Cook  of  the  Jesse  Cook  Blanch;  Win.  M.  Cook  of  the 
Big  Jim  Cook  Branch;  and  C.  C.  Cook  of  the  Ransom  Cook  Branch; 
also  a  few  others  who  have  helped  with  their  individual  family. 

I  have  tried  to  give  the  in'ormation  of  each  family  in  regular  order 
without  breaking  from  one  family  to  another.  You  will  find  in  the 
large  branches  I  have  given  the  record  in  a  line  of  four  generations 
without  breaking  the  families  apart.  (It  was  not  possible  to  do  this  in 
ill  the  families.)  The  first  generation  will  be  found  in  chapter  heading 
as  thus:  .

The  second  generation  in  black  capital  letters  as  thus: 

JOHN:  and  the  thiid  generation  follow,  as  the  children  of  John  in  black 
lower  case  letters  as  thus: 

Frank:  and  the  fourth  generation  listed  in  regular  lightface  type 
as  thus:  Flossie,  Lewis,  Bobbie,  etc.  Where  there  is  a  fifth  generation 
it  was  necessary  that  I  break  the  list  to  record  fifth  generation  on  anoth- 
er  page,  sometimes  they  will  be  listed  just  below  the  break.  In  some 
cases  it  was  necessary  to  break  the  list  at  the  second  and  third  genera¬ 
tion  because  of  the  lack  of  complete  information,  (example  on  pages  11 
and  12),  but  I  have  fried  to  make  it  plain  enough  that  you  can  under¬ 
stand  the  connection. 

We  have  tried  to  avoid  as  many  mistake;  as  possible  and  yet  there 
was  no  way  to  avoid  them  all.  Some  of  the  names  may  be  spelled 
wrong,  the  wrong  use  of  one  letter  will,  in  many  cases,  will  change  the 
pronounciat ion  of  the  name.  Some  oi  the  names  I  had  to  guess  at 
I  rom  the  lists  I  received.  Some  dates  may  he  f  ound  wrong.  Where 
these  errors  are  found,  (he  author  would  like  to  he  informed,  so  that 
il  there  were  ever  another  edition  of  this  record  printed,  these  correc¬ 
tions  would  he  in  his  possession.  If  you  and  your  family  are  not 
listed  in  this  record  it  is  no  fault  of  the  author  or  any  of  the  branch 
chairmen,  because  every  effort  possible  has  been  put  forth  to  contact 
every  Cook  family  we  could  hear  of  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 

Since  it  was  not  possible  to  get  all  families  complete,  and  in  some 
cases  was  not  possible  to  get  some  families,  while  we  have  the  parents 
of  some  families  with  none  of  the  children  listed,  this  was  no  fault  of 
the  nuthoi.  •  1  printed  all  the  information  I  received,  where  the  name 
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was  “COOK.”  I  have  provided  a  few  blank  pages  in  the  back  of  the 
book  where  such  names  or  families  can  be  recorded  by  those  interested. 

Besides  the  Moses  and  Aaron  Cook  Branches,  (which  are  altogether 
incomplete),  we  have  six  branches  from  the  Edward  (Netty)  Cook  fam¬ 
ily.  These  are  James,  John,  Thomas,  Jesse.  David  and  the  Big  Jim  Cook 
Branches.  Then  the  Joe  Cook  Branch,  this  Joe  Cook  is  a  brother  to 
Edward  Cook.  Then  the  Ransom  Cook  Branch,  to  which  at  this  time  we 
have  been  unable  to  make  any  connection  with  these  other  branches, 
however,  we  are  confident  there  is  a  connection.  Then  we  have  a  mis¬ 
cellaneous  list  where  we  have  listed  all  names  and  families  we  could 
locate.  This  list  is  printed  without  order.  It  is  printed  just  as  I  have 
received  them.  We  are  sorry  this  list  cannot  be  arranged  better.  The 
names  came  in  slowly,  and  some  ones  sent  in  by  several.  I  trust  there  is 
no  duplication.  Also,  we  have  listed  all  names  of  “COOKS”  of  North  Car¬ 
olina  who  enlisted  and  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  and  the  Civil  Wars.  A 
chapter  on  the  origin  of  the  family  name  and  the  Coat-of-Arms  of  the 
original  name,  as  well  as  a  nice  lot  of  pictures  of  the  members  of  the 
Cook  family  is  included. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  the  distribution  of  this  book  other  members 
of  these  branches  and  families  can  be  located.  Send  all  information  to 
the  author  or  some  other  member  of  some  branch  mentioned  in  this  book. 
The  distribution  of  the  first  edition,  which  contained  only  26  pages,  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  additional  information  contained  in  this 
book. 

The  author  will  welcome  any  information,  suggestion  or  correc¬ 
tion  you  care  to  send,  as  it  may  be  necessary  or  desired  by  some¬ 
one,  in  the  future  to  print  the  third  edition  of  this  record.

The  Colors  of  the  Kscutcheon  (Shield)  :  Cold,  Red  mid  lJIaek. 

The  Colors  of  the  <*rt*Mt  :  Silver  and  Itlaek. 

The  Motto :  Vineit  l.uhora  (Work  Wins). 

The  Colors  mean  the  following:  Gold  is  HtreiiKth  and  purity;  Red  is  for  courage 
and  a  warlike  tempcrment ;  Itlaek  denotes  intelligence  and  mourning,  while  Silver  denotes 
loyalty. 

The  lions  on  guard  denotes  watchfulness  and  cautious  Lravery,  while  the  lion  in  the 
Crest  symbolizes  bravery  with  strength  and  fighting  ability. 

The  Cook  Coat-of-Arms  is  of  Crusading  origin.  The  shield  was  originally  the  gold 
shield  with  the  red  fes.se.  The  two  lions  in  the  shield  and  the  one  upon  the  crest  were 
grunted  after  the  Cooks  returned  to  Rutland  from  the  Crusade  campaign.  In  this  expedi¬ 
tion  the  Knglish  were  led  by  King  Richard  (Kiehard  the  I, ion  Hearted).  (This  grant  was 
made  Ik* tween  1192  and  1200  A.  1>.)  The  lion  upon  the  crest  was  the  budge  of  Richard 
and  was  adopted  by  many  of  his  followers  to  indicate  that  they  hail  fought  with  him  in 
the  Holy  I.and.  The  two  lions  in  the  shield  indicate  the  two  Cooks  who  went  upon  the 
Crusade.  The  lions  are  colored  black  to  indicate  sorrow  at  the  failure  of  the  Crusade  to 
recapture  the  Holy  City. 

The  mural  (Latin:  “wall”)  coronet  represents  the  walled  City  of  Jerusalem  which 
the  Crusaders  under  Richard  stormed,  but  failed  to  recapture  from  the  Moslem  possessors. 
(Mohammedan ) . 
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EDV/ARD  (NETTY)  COOK 

This  Edward  Cool:  is  as  far  bad:  as  we  can  trace  our  immediate 
Cook  family,  without  breaking  the  chain  of  genealogy.  However,  a  his¬ 
tory  of  the  name  is  also  printed  in  this  booklet. 


Edward  Cook  was  born  March  22,  1760.  Born  in  Orange  County, 
North  Carolina. 

He  died  February  7,  1842,  in  Cleveland  County,  near  Casar,  North 
Carolina.  He  was  buried  in  the  community  near  the  mountain  known 
as  Ben’s  Knob.  His  grave  is  unmarked  and  is  known  only  to  a  few 
persons  living. 

He  married  Ann  Cook  sometime  in  1785.  Her  maiden  name  is 
not  known.  She  was  born  March  22,  1766.  Their  birth  dates  were 
on  the  same  date  and  the  same  months. 

While  living  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  he  enlisted  in  the 
army  in  the  latter  part  of  1780,  and  served  three  months  as  private  in 
Captain  Spears’  company,  Colonel  Phillips’  North  Carolina  regiment. 
Soon  after  this  tour  he  again  entered  the  service  and  served  three 
months  as  a  private  in  Captain  Parish’s  company,  Colonel  Thomas  Far¬ 
mer’s  North  Carolina  regiment,  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Eutaw  Springs. 
Shortly  after  this  tour  he  volunteered  and  served  about  two  months  as 
a  dragoon  in  Captain  Williams’  troop  of  horses;  the  dates  of  enlistment 
not  known. 

After  the  Revolutionary  War  he  continued  to  reside  in  Orange 
County,  North  Carolina,  until  1795,  when  he  moved  to  Rutherford 
County  in  the  rar.ie  state.  Nothing  is  known  of  who  his  father  was. 
He  was  known  to  have  one  brother,  Joe,  who  remained  in  Orange  or 
Chatham  County.  Joe  was  known  to  have  two  sons,  Jesse  and  Joseph 
who  came  to  Rutherford  County  about  1834.  (See  Joe  Cook  Branch). 

lie  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  September 
10,  1832,  while  a  resident  of  Rutherford  County. 

After  his  death  in  1842.  his  widow,  Ann  Cook,  was  allowed  pension 
on  her  application  executed  July  18.  1845,  at  which  time  she  resided  in 
Cleveland  County,  North  Carolina.

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County.  She  remained  at  her  home,  known  now  as  the  old  Ham  Cook  place,  near  Casar, 
N.  C.  But  smetime  between  1832  and  1845,  Cleveland  County  was  formed  from  a  part  of 
Rutherford  County,  and  her  home  was  in  the  bounds  of  the  new  county,  Cleveland.  It  is 
not  known  how  many  brothers  and  sisters  Edward  Cook  has  besides  Joe  (perhaps  Joseph)

Captain  James  Cook  came  from  Chatham  County  to  Cleveland 
County  in  the  early  17's.  He  married  a  daughter  of  Edward  Cook, 
Mary  (PoJly)  Cook. 

He  was  a  very  tall  man,  and  was  said  to  be  seven  feet  tall.  He  is 
buried  at  Olive  Grove  Baptist  Church  in  Cleveland  County,  near  Casar,

after  his  death.  His  grave  is,  perhaps,  the  cause  of  the  church  to  be 
erected  there.

AARON  COOK 

Son  of  David  Cook 

Born  March  11,  1844.  Died  April  28,  1917.  Buried  in  Tattnall 
County,  Georgia,  in  Elzy  Baptist  Church  cemetery,  near  Reidsville,  Ga. 
He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Maltha  White  of  Cleveland 
County.  Second  wife,  Emmie  Presley,  of  Union  County. 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and  in  our  previous 
issue  of  this  record  we  listed  him  in  the  55th  Regiment,  but  this  was  a 
cousin  by  the  same  name.  He  had  an  uncle  and  three  cousins  by  the 
name  of  his  own  that  fought  in  the  Confederate  Army.  He  was  in 
Company  K,  35th  Regiment,  enlisted  October  16,  1 8 G 1 ,  in  Burke  Coun¬ 
ty.  He  was  17  years  old.  He  first  fought  in  Captain  James  R.  Ellis’ 
Company  (Burke  and  Catawba  Sampsons),  which  later  became  Com¬ 
pany  K,  35th  Regiment.  He  fought  throughout  the  war.  He  returned 
to  his  home  in  Burke  County  and  married  early  in  that  year.  In  1879 
he  moved  his  family  to  Union  County,  North  Carolina,  five  miles  south 
of  Monroe.  Some  years  later  his  younger  brother,  David  (Dan),  came 
to  Union  County.  This  accounts  for  many  of  the  Cooks  now  living 
in  Union  County. 

In  1914  he  moved  with  his  son,  John  Cook,  to  Tattnall  County, 
Georgia,  between  Reidsville  and  Lyons. 

His  first  wife,  Martha  White  Cook,  died  in  the  year  1892,  and  was 
buried  in  New  Hope  Cemetery  in  Union  County,  N.  C.  His  widow  and 
second  wife  did  not  rc-marry,  and  reside  in  Union  County.

(N.  B.  This  line  of  the  Cook(e)  family  spell  the  name  with  an  “e” 
on  the  end.

CHRISTOPHER  COOK 

The  first  member  of  this  line  of  whom  we  have  any  record  was 
Christopher  Cook,  who  was  born  in  Sussex  County,  Virginia,  February 
10,  175G,  and  who  in  early  life  moved  to  Northampton  County,  North 
Carolina. 

He  served  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  having  been  first  stationed 
after  enlistment  in  1770,  at  Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  In  July, 
1780,  he  was  in  the  regiment  of  Colonel  Sea  well  and  in  the  company 
commanded  by  Captain  Henry  Burns.  In  August,  1781,  he  was  in 
the  company  of  Captain  Joel  Sherwood. 

He  was  married  to  Betsy  Ann  Barker,  daughter  of  Peter  Barker, 
of  Hertford  County,  N.  C.  The  issue  of  this  marriage  was  six  children, 
as  follows:  Lazarus  (whose  family  is  listed  below),  Mathias,  Eley, 
Elizabeth,  Rebecca  and  Batsy. 

Christopher  Cook  died  in  1842,  in  his  eighty-seventh  year. 

LAZARUS  COOK 

Son  of  Christopher  Cook

Served 
in  the  Confederate  army.  lie  was  a  Mason,  and  served  as  deacon  in 
the  Baptist  church  for  many  years.  His  wife  was  Margaret  Grill'in; 
and  they  had  six  children:  Lazarus  and  Luther  (died  in  childhood); 
Jacob  E. ;  Mary,  who  married  T.  C.  Williford;  Sallie,  and  Ruth,  who 
married  Langley  Taylor. 

Jacob  E.:  Son  of  the  above  George  W.  Cook,  was  born  January 
20,  1880,  in  Northampton  County.  lie  mitered  business  early  in  life, 
and  was  connected  with  several  outstanding  business  firms.  In  1911 
he  became  cashier  of  the  Bank  ol’  Aulander,  N.  C.,  a  place  he  filled  for 
many  years,  lie  married  Myrtle  Baze.nore.  They  had  three  children: 
Margaret,  Florence  and  Ernest. 


HENRY  HARRISON:  Youngest  son  of  Lazarus  Cook,  was  born 
January  27,  1841,  in  Northampton  County,  N.  C.  He  was  a  man  of 
line  character,  good  education,  much  public  spirit  and  prominence  in 
his  community,  a  true  Christian  gentleman,  and,  like  his  father  and 
grandfather,  a  deacon  in  the  BaptYt  church.  In  early  life  he  was  a 
teacher,  but  after  marriage  engaged  in  the  mercantile  and  cotton  busi¬ 
ness  in  partnership  with  Mr.  .1.  L.  Harrell,  under  the  firm  name  of 
Cook  and  Harrell.  This  linn  was  active  and  successful  for  many 
years  in  Murfreesboro,  North  Carolina. 

.  Henry  Harrison  Cook  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  army,  serving 
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first  in  Company  A  of  the  Fourth  Battalion,  and  later  in  Company  B 
of  the  same  battalion.  lie  married  Elizabeth  Florence  Maddrey,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  White  Maddrey.  lie  died  November  18,  1887,  in  his 
forty-seventh  year,  leaving  a  widow  and  live  small  children.  He  was 
buried  at  the  old  Maddrey  home  cemetery  in  Northampton  County. 
His  children  and  their  families  are  listed  below:

He  educated  himself  as  well  as  helping 
his  mother  assume  the  responsibilties 
of  a  home.  In  11)00  he  was  graduated 
from  Wake  Forest  College  with  the  de¬ 
grees  of  A.  B.,  A.  M.  and  L.  L.  B. 
While  in  college  he  won  the  Dixon  Medal 
for  oratory,  and  was  a  consistent  win¬ 
ner  in  numerous  debating  and  oratorical 
contests.  He  moved  to  Greensboro,  N. 
C.,  in  1900  and  entered  the  practice  of 
lawr,  being  for  several  years  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  Major  Chas.  M.  Stedman,  and 
later  alone.  He  served  as  attorney  for 
the  city  of  Greensboro;  and  in  19 1 G  was 
appointed  Postmaster  of  Greensboro  by 
President  Wilson,  a  position  he  held  un¬ 
til  1922,  when  he  resigned.  He  was  a 
deacon  in  the  Baptist  Church,  like 
a  number  of  his  family  before  him,  and  for  many  years  was  teacher 
of  the  Business  Men’s  B.ble  Class  of  Greensboro.  He  served  in  a 
number  of  civic  offices,  and  was  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Guil¬ 
ford  County  from  1930  until  his  death  ten  year  later.  He  died  August 
27,  1940,  a  respected  citizen  honored  and  beloved  by  all  his  community.

HENRY  COOK 

The  oldest  record  we  have  of  this  line  is  of  Henry  Cook,  who  came 
from  Petersburg,  Virginia,  and  settled  on  a  plantation  in  what  is  now 
Alamance  County,  near  Burlington,  N.  C.,  about  the  year  1750. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  large  number  of  Cooks  in  North 
Carolina  today  can  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  one  of  several  old 
pioneers  who  settled  in  the  old  Orange  County  region  in  that  period 
between  1750  and  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  some  instances  these 
pioneer  Cooks  have  been  traced  back  to  southern  Virginia,  while  in 
other  cases  their  earlier  homes  are  still  unknown.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  some  of  these  early  Cooks  were  closely  related,  as  they  settled  near 
each  other  on  moving  into  North  Carolina.  If  their  stories  are  ever 
uncovered,  we  may  learn  that  they  were  only  one  or  two  generations 
from  some  immigrant  Cook  who  settled  first  in  southern  Virginia. 

The  fact  that  most  of  these  pioneers  and  their  families  remained 
in  North  Carolina  in  later  years,  and  also  that  they  and  their  descend¬ 
ants  in  most  cases  had  large  families,  is  in  great  measure  responsible 
for  the  large  number  of  Cooks  in  the  state  today.  It  is  a  tribute  to 
the  Cook  family  in  general,  and  a  proof  of  their  democracy  and  home- 
loving  natures  to  find  them  living  for  generation  after  generation  in 
the  same  state,  and  in  many  instances  in  the  same  locality. 

HENRY  COOK 

Son  of  Henry  Cook

now  Alamance  County,  and  lived  on  his  plantation  near  the  present 
site  of  Burlington,  N.  C.  He  married  Margaret  MacRae,  daughter 
of  Duncan  MacRae,  about  the  year  1800.

About  the  year  1776  four  brothers  came  to  America  from  Scot¬ 
land.

The  settler  in  North  Carolina  was  one  ADAM  COOK.  Made  his 
home  in  Burke  County,  N.  C.,  on  Lower  Creek,  now  in  Caldwell  County, 
since  change  in  border  lines  of  County.

CONCORD,  N.  C. 

R.  C.  Cook,  Esq.,  came  to  Cabarrus  County  from  England  some 
time  before  the  Civil  War  and  lived  in  Concord,  N.  C.,  on  the  spot  where 
the  Cabarrus  County  court  house  now  stands.  He  had  teams  and  slaves 
during  the  Civil  War  and  hauled  freight  by  wagon  train  from  Charles¬ 
ton,  S.  C.,  to  Concord,  N.  C.  He  hauled  the  church  bell  for  the  first 
St.  James  Ev.  Lutheran  Church  in  Concord  which  was  located  on  East 
Corbin  St.,  at  the  place  where  the  Clara  Harris  School  now  stands,  ad¬ 
joining  the  old  Lutheran  cemetery. 

He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Margaret  Misenheimer. 
She  was  born  1816,  died  1857.  They  had  3  sons  and  5  daughters:  James 
(Jimmie),  Frank  and  William  E.  James  and  Frank  both  were  soldiers 
in  the  Civil  War.  William  E.  did  not  go  to  the  army  because  he  was 
crippled.  James  was  killed  on  the  battlefield  and  Frank  was  wounded 
in  the  war  and  died  from  these  effects  sometime  in  1871. 

R.  C.  Cook’s  second  wife  was  Katie  Townsend.  They  had  4  chil¬ 
dren,  all  girls:  Lou  Ed,  Loma,  Ella  and  Charlie  Belle. 

William  E.  Son  of  R.  C.  Cook,  Esq.,  was  bom  October  24,  1835, 
died  October  4,  1919.  He  married  Esther  Malinda  Sides,  born  Janu¬ 
ary  17,  1840,  died  September  4,  1901.  They  had  2  children:  James 
Wright  and  Annie  Edith.  William  E.  or  Uncle  Billie,  as  he  was  known, 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  citizens  of  Concord,  N.  C.  He  operated  the 
first  bake  shop  and  confectionery  store  in  Concord,  assisted  by  his 
wife  and  son,  James.  He  was  the  first  one  to  sell  loaf  light  bread  in 
Concord.  His  place  of  business  was  first  on  the  spot  where  the  court 
house  now  stands  and  in  later  years  his  home  and  place  of  business  was 
located  at  29-31  S.  Union  St.,  the  spot  where  Penders  Grocery  and  Hin¬ 
son’s  Auto  Economy  Store  now  stand,  property  which  he  then  owned.  He 
later  moved  to  134  W.  Depot  where  his  grandson,  Chas.  A.  Cook,  and 
wife  now  live. 

James  Wright:  Son  of  William  E.  and  Esther  Malinda  Sides 
Cook,  was  born  in  Cabarrus  County,  August  3,  1860,  died  November 
24,  1936.  Married  Mary  Jane  Sappenfield  November  11,  1881.  She 
was  born  June  14,  1860,  died  January  22,  1940.  They  had  six  chil¬ 
dren.  Their  names  are  listed  below:

When  he  was  older  he 
took  over  the  banking  and  conducted  the  business  several  years  at  the 
old  stand ;  and  sometime  after  he  was  married  he  moved  with  his  wife 
to  the  old  school  building  at  128  W.  Depot  St.,  where  he  had  gone 
school  as  a  boy.  The  building  was  remodeled  but  the  frame  work  of 
the  old  school  building  is  still  there.  This  home  was  given  to  him  by 
his  father  and  mother  and  is  still  owned  by  his  children.  This  is  the 
place  all  the  children  weie  born.  He  was  a  carpenter  in  later  years 
of  his  life  and  helped  to  build  some  of  the  finer  homes  of  Concord, 

and  some  of  the  buildings  at  Jackson  Training  School.  He  was  a

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very  fine  craftsman.  *

CABARRUS  COUNTY 

MATTHEW:  C  ame  from  Germany'  to  what  is  now  Gaston 
County  in  the  year  1830.  He  was  20  years  old  at  that  time.  He 
travelled  over  several  counties  selling  various  merchandise,  and  later 
established  a  permanent  mercantile  business  in*  Mount  Pleasant,  N.  C. 
He  married  Miss  Mary  Costner  soon  after  coming  to  North  Carolina. 
He  died  in  1894.  He  had  10  CHILDREN:  5  boys  and  5  girls:  Cap¬ 
tain  Jonas;  Janes,  P.;  Michael  who  was  killed  while  a  Confederate  sol¬ 
dier  at  Cold  Harbor  in  1864;  and  others.  A  record  of  some  of  these 
follow : 


Captain  Jonas:  The  oldest  of  Matthew  Cook’s  children.  He 
married  Martha  J.  Shunpock.  He  helped  to  organize  Co.  H.  8th  N. 
C.  Regiment,  and  served  as  its  Captain  throughout  the  War  Between 
the  States.  He  was  severely  wounded  at  the  Battles  of  Plymouth  and 
Cold  Harbor.  After  the  war  he  returned  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  C.,  and 
conducted  a  successful  mercantile  business  for  45  years.

James  P.  Cook:  He  was  born  in  Cabarrus  County,  January  12, 
18G3.  He  was  an  educator,  editor  and  publisher  and  a  successful  busi¬ 
ness  man  of  Concord,  N.  C. 

Being  interested  in  the  youth  and  their  discipline  and  training,  he 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  establishing  of  the  Jackson  Training  and 
Industrial  School,  located  near  Concord,  N.  C.  He  used  his  personal 
influence  and  his  newspaper  to  bring  about  this  very  needed  institution, 
which  in  1907  the  State  Legislature  made  provisions  for  as  a  State 
reform  institution  for  boys.  Mr.  Cook  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Glenn  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  September  3,  1907, 
and  he  was  elected  chairman  of  this  Board,  a  position  he  held  for  nearly 
20  years.  In  addition  to  this  work  in  the  institution  he  edited  and  pub¬ 
lished  the  little  monthly  paper  known  as  “The  Uplift”. 

He  served  as  a  trustee  of  the  former  college  known  as  Mount 
Pleasant  Collegiate  Institute,  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
in  which  he  held  numerous  offices.  He  followed  school  work  for  a 
few  years,  then  he  established  at  Concord  its  first  daily  newspaper, 
“The  Daily  Standard”.  He  established  what  was  known  as  the  “Cold 
Water  Light  &  Power  Co.”  in  Concord.  He  served  as  County  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools  of  Cabarrus  County  for  10  years  (188G-1896); 
and  served  as  chairman  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  (189G- 
1912).  In  1813  he  served  in  the  State  Senate,  as  well  as  holding  num¬ 
erous  other  places  of  responsibility  in  his  county  and  state. 

James  P.  Cook  married  Miss  Margaret  Norfleet,  an  outstanding 
woman  in  community  work.  They  had  no  children.

WILLIAM  D.  COOK:  He  was  born  in  Virginia  in  the  early 
1800’s.  He  was  one  of  the  South’s  pioneer  educators  for  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind.  At  the  request  of .  Governor  John  M.  Morehead,  he 
brought  a  group  of  his  blind  and  deaf  students  from  Staunton,  Virginia, 
to  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  in  the  year  1844  for  a  demonstration  of  their  abili¬ 
ties  before  members  of  the  State  Legislature.  A  wonderful  impression 
was  made  upon  the  entire  legislative  body,  and  money  was  appropriated 
for  the  establishing  of  a  school  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  of  North 
Carolina.  Professor  William  I).  Cook  was  elected  as  the  first  principal. 
He  opened  the  school  in  Raleigh  on  May  1,  1845,  with  seven  deaf 
pupils.  He  served  in  this  'place  until  1 8 GO.  This  educational  mark 
in  North  Carolina  is  one  of  the  State’s  principal  interests  today.

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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  COOK(E) 

The  name  of  COOKE  or  COOK  is  believed  to  have  been  derived 
from  the  occupation  of  its  first  bearer  as  a  cook.  It  is  found  in  ancient 
records  in  the  various  spellings  of  Coke,  Coca,  Cocke,  Cuke,  Cocus, 
Cook,  r>nd  Cooke,  of  which  the  two  forms  last  mentioned  are  those 
generally  used  in  America  today. 

Families  of  this  name  were  resident  at  early  dates  in  the  Coun¬ 
ties  of  Norfolk,  York,  Cambridge,  Bedford,  Northumberland,  Worces¬ 
ter,  Kent,  Cornwad,  Devon,  Es^ex,  Sussex,  Lancaster,  Hants,  Middlesex, 
Suffolk,  Surrey,  Oxfordshire,  Warwick,  and  London.  They  appear  to 
have  been,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of 
the  British  Isles. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  family  in  England  are  those 
of  Gilbert  Cocus  or  Cook  of  the  time  of  William  the  Conoueror;  John 
Cocus  of  Norfolk  and  Alexander  Cocus  of  Yorkshire  in  1273;  Matthew 
Cocus  of  Oxfordshire  about  the  same  time;  Roger  le  Cook  of  the  year 
1300;  one  Cook  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1462;  Sir  Anthony  Cook 
of  1543;  Edward  Cook  of  Yorkshire  in  the  early  sixteenth  century; 
Symon  Cook  of  North  Hants  (who  was  married  in  1553  to  Cecilia 
Ridge  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Robert,  John,  Geoffrey,  Thomas,  Wil¬ 
liam,  and  several  daughters,  of  whom  the  eldest  son  Robert  was  the 
father  of  a  son  named  Francis  and  the  second  son  John  was  the  father 
of  Symon  and  John);  John  Cook  of  Norfolk  County  in  the  sixteenth 
century  (who  was  the  father  of  Thomas  of  Worcester,  who  married 
Mary  Picard  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Thomas,  Edmund,  Richard,  and 
others)  ;  and  the  brothers,  Sir  Henry  and  Sir  George  Cook,  of  Yorkshire 
in  the  early  seventeenth  century,  sons  of  one  Bryan  Cook  of  that 
county. 

The  first  of  the  name  to  emigrate  to  America  was  Francis  Cook, 
who  came  from  Holland  (whither  he  had  gone  from  Yorkshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  with  the  Pilgrims)  to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  on  the  Mayflower  in  1620. 
He  brought  with  him  his  eldest  son  John  and  was  followed  a  few  years 
later  by  hi3  wife  Hester  or  Esther  and  their  other  children,  Jacob, 
Jane,  and  Esther.  He  also  had  another  daughter  in  New  England 
named  Mary. 

One  John  Cook  (not  the  son  of  Francis)  resided  at  Plymouth  in 
1633  and  later  removed  to  Rehoboth  and  finally  to  Warwick.  He  was 
the  father  by  his  wife  Mary  of  John,  Elizabeth,  and  possibly  others. 

In  1635  two  brothers,  Joseph  and  George  Cook,  came  from  Essex, 
England,  to  Cambridge,  Mass.  Joseph  was  the  father  by  his  wife 
Elizabeth  of  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Grace  (died  young),  Grace,  and  Ruth. 
The  younger  brother,  George,  was  the  father  by  his  wife  Alice  of 
Elizabeth  (died  young),  Thomas,  Joseph,  Elizabeth,  and  Mary.  It  is 
thought  probable  that  both  of  these  men  died  in  England. 

Aaron  Cook  was  living  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1635  and  is  be¬ 
lieved  by  some  historians  to  have  been  resident  there  at  a  still  earlier 
date.  He  later  removed  to  Windsor,  Conn.,  and  married  Johanna  Ford, 
by  whom  he  was  the  father  of  Joanna,  Aaron,  Miriam,  and  Moses. 
He  later  removed  to  Northampton,  where  he  married  Joan  Denslow, 
by  whom  he  had  issue  of  Samuel,  Elizabeth,  and  Noah.  By  his  third 
wife,  the  Widow  Rebecca  (nee  Foot)  Smith,  he  had  no  further  issue. 

Josiah  Cook  emigrated  to  Plymouth  sometime  before  1635.  In 
that  year  he  married  the  Widow  Elizabeth  (nee  King)  Deane,  by  whom 
he  was  the  father  of  Josiah,  Ann,  Bethia,  and  possibly  others  as  well. 

About  1635  Richard  Cook  emigrated  to  Boston,  Mass.,  from  Glou- 
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cestershire,  England.  He  had  issue  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  of  Elhannan, 
Elisha,  Elkanah,  Joseph,  and  Benjamin. 

Henry  Cook  of  Salem  in  1638  was  married  in  the  following  year 
to  Judith  Burdsall.  Their  children  were  Isaac,  Samuel,  John,  Judith, 
Rachel,  Mary,  Martha,  Henry,  and  Hannah. 

One  Ellis  Cook  came  f^om  Southampton,  England,  to  Lynn,  Mass., 
about  1640  and  removed  shortly  afterward  to  Southampton,  L.  I.  He 
had  issue  by  his  wife  Martha  of  John,  Martha,  Ellis,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth. 

One  Walter  Cook  was  residing  at  Weymouth  prior  to  the  year 
1643.  He  was  the  father  of  Ebenezer,  Walter,  Nicholas,  and  probably 
others. 

The  brothers,  Stephen  and  Gregory  Cook,  emigrated  to  America 
about  1647  and  resided  at  various  times  at  Cambridge,  Mendon,  and 
Watertown.  The  records  of  Stephen  are  not  complete  but  Gregory 
was  the  father  by  his  wife  Mary  of  Stephen,  Susanna,  and  probably 
others.  He  also  had  a  second  wife,  the  Widow  Susanna  Goodwin, 
but  no  further  issue  by  this  marriage. 

In  the  year  1647  Philip  Cook  was  living  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  It 
is  believed  that  he  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Mary  Lamson,  of  Mary,  Philip, 
Samuel,  Hannah,  •  Sarah,  John,  and  Barnabas. 

One  Nathaniel  Cook,  who  was  married  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1649 
to  Lydia  Vore,  is  believed  by  some  family  historians  to  have  been  a 
son  of  the  immigrant  Francis  by  an  earlier  marriage  than  that  which 
is  referred  to  above.  It  is  believed  that  Nathaniel  was  born  in  Eng¬ 
land,  but  this  is  not  certain.  His  children  were  Sarah,  Lydia,  Hannah, 
Nathaniel,  Abigail,  John,  and  Josiah. 

Mordecai  Cook,  who  settled  at  Gloucester,  Mass.,  about  1650  or 
before,  is  believed  to  have  been  the  father  of  seven  children,  Mordecai, 
Thomas,  Giles,  John,  Mary,  Francis,  and  Susannah. 

In  1655  another  John  Cook  made  his  home  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I. 
He  was  the  father  by  his  wife  Ruth  of  John,  Joseph,  Thomas,  and 
several  daughters. 

One  Samuel  Cook  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  was  married  in  1667  to 
Hope  Parker.  Their  children  were  Samuel,  John,  Mary,  Judith,  Isaac, 
Joseph,  Hope,  Israel,  Mabel,  Benjamin,  Ephraim,  and  Elizabeth. 

Robert  Cook  of  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  who  may  have  been  related 
to  the  before-mentioned  John  of  that  place,  was  married  in  1678  to 
Tamar  Tyler.  They  were  the  parents  of  Mary,  Miriam,  and  Samuel. 

Among  others  of  the  name  who  emigrated  to  America  at  early 
dates  but  left  few  records  of  themselves  and  their  families  were  John, 
*Edward,  and  William  of  Virginia  about  1623;  John  of  Salem  in  1635, 
who  had  only  female  issue;  Peyton  of  Saco,  Me.,  in  1635;  John,  Rich¬ 
ard,  William,  and  Garrett  of  Virginia  in  1635;  Richard  of  Charlestown 
in  1639;  Thomas  of  Taunton  in  1639,  who  had  a  son  of  the  same 
name;  Ralph  of  Charlestown  in  1640;  Samuel  of  Dedham  i;i  1640; 
Robert  of  Charlestown  in  1641,  who  had  a  son  named  Samuel;  John 
of  Boston  in  1643;  Roger  of  Marshfield  in  1643;  Thomas  of  Water- 
town  before  1647;  Thomas  of  Salem  in  1650;  Isaac  of  Salem  in  1664, 
who  had  a  son  of  the  same  name;  William  of  Maine  in  1665;  Thomas 
of  Guilford  in  1668,  who  had  a  son  named  Thomas;  Samson  of  Glou¬ 
cester  in  1674;  John  of  Hadley  in  1675,  who  had  a  son  named  John; 
Joseph  of  Wells  in  1680;  Richard  of  Norwhich  in  1680,  who  had  a 
son  named  Obed;  Thomas  of  Windsor  in  1683,  who  had  several  daugh¬ 
ters;  Caleb  of  Watertown  in  1685,  who  had  a  son  of  the  same  name; 


*It  is  possible  these  Cooks  of  Virginia  are  those  of  North  Carolina 
later  drifting  down  to  Orange  County. 
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John  of  Hampton  in  1686;  Thomas  of  Braintree  in  1689;  James  of 
Boston  in  1690;  John  of  Middletown,  who  died  in  1705,  leaving  at  least 
five  children,  John,  Mary,  Daniel,  Sarah,  and  Ebenezer;  and  Peter  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1712,  who  had  a  son  of  the  same  name  and  probably 
others  as  well. 

The  record  of  the  Cooks  in  America  is  that  of  an  intelligent, 
conscientious,  and  progressive  race,  possessed  of  generosity,  kindliness, 
and  sociability.  Other  characteristics  which  have  contributed  to  their 
successes  in  almost  all  fields  of  endeavor  include  self-reliance,  initiatve, 
and  perseverance.

Jersey;  Captain  John,  of  Virginia;  Captain  Louis,  of  New  Hampshire; 
Major  Simeon,  of  New  York;  Major  Thaddeus,  of  Connecticut;  Colonel 
John,  of  Rhode  Island;  Colonel  Joseph,  of  Connecticut;  and  Colonel 
William,  of  Pennsylvania. 

John,  Thomas,  Henry,  Joseph,  Samuel,  Robert,  William,  Aaron, 
James,  David  and  Jesse  are  some  of  the  male  Christian  names  most  fre¬ 
quently  found  in  annals  of  the  Cook  family.

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APPENDIX 

(Mr.  David  Cook  of  the  Thomas  Cook  Branch  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  information  we  have  here  concerning  Edward  (Netty)  Cook  and 
his  family  in  the  early  days  of  Orange  County,  N.  C.  He  has  spent  a 
good  deal  of  time  in  studying  old  records,  private  papers ,  etc.,  in  an 
effort  to  clear  up  the  early  history  of  the  family.  The  accompanying 
will  and  two  deeds,  found  in  Orange  County  court  records  in  Hillsboro, 
N.  C.,  constitute  one  result  of  this  search.) 


COURT  RECORDS  FROM  ORANGE  COUNTY,  N.  C. 

The  accompanying  Will  and  two  Deeds  were  copied  from  old 
Orange  County  court  records,  and  are  here  given  in  exactly  the  same 
form  as  they  appear  on  these  record  books.  They  are  concerned  with 
the  Cook  family  in  early  Orange  County,  around  the  year  1800;  and 
are  reproduced  here  primarily  because  of  their  connection  with  Edward 
(Netty)  Cook  who  lived  in  Orange  County  from  his  birth  in  17G0 
until  he  moved  to  Rutherford  County  in  1795,  and  who  was  the  ancestor 
of  most  of  the  Cooks  recorded  in  the  present  volume. 

These  records  indicate  very  strongly  something  of  Edward  (Netty) 
Cook’s  immediate  family.  The  fact  that  they  fit  in  so  well  with  other 
information  we  have  of  him  only  adds  to  their  value  in  showing  who 
his  father  was,  and  possibly  several  brothers  and  sisters.  We  realize 
that  this  identification  of  Edward  Cook’s  father  is  not  yet  positive, 
but  we  hope  that  further  research  will  yield  conclusive  proof. 

It  is  significant  that  these  accompanying  deeds  show  that  Edward 
Cook  was,  with  several  others,  a  legatee  of  one  John  Cook  who  lived 
in  Orange  County  and  who  died  around  the  year  1810.  The  second 
deed  also  shows  that  in  the  year  181 G  this  same  Edward  Cook  was 
living  in  Rutherford  County  and  one  David  Cook  acted  as  attorney 
for  him;  and  we  know  that  Edward  (Netty)  Cook  moved  from  Orange 
to  Rutherford  in  1795.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  'land 
mentioned  in  the  second  deed  is  the  same  as  one  portion  of  that  described 
» in  tbe  first  deed.  The  location  of  this  land  “on  the  waters  of  Stony 
Creek  of  Haw  River’’  is  in  the  present  county  of  Alamance,  near  Jlurl- 
ington,  which  was  at  that  time  a  part  of  Orange  County. 

In  an  examination  of  the  early  marriage  records  of  the  Cook  family 
in  Orange  County,  we  find  two  items  of  especial  interest.  The  first  is 
the  record  of  the  marriage  of  Edward  Cook  to  Anne  Thomas  on  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  1785,  in  which  Jesse  Thomas,  probably  the  father  of  the  bride, 
was  bondsman  for  the  couple.  (U.  S.  pension  records  also  state  that 
Edward  (Netty)  Cook’s  widow  was  named  Anne  and  that  she  was  mar¬ 
ried  in  1785.)’  The  other  item  records  the  marriage  of  Hannah  Cook 
and  Henry  King  on  March  27,  1810,  with  Samuel  King  as  bondsman. 
This  Hannah  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  daughter  of  Edward  (Netty) 
Cook,  who  was  born  in  Orange  County  on  February  19,  1789.  It  is 
significant  that  a  Henry  King  had  a  legatee’s  interest  in  and  signed  the 
first  of  the  accompanying  deeds  in  1813,  or  three  years  after  this 
marriage. 

There  are  many  interesting  conclusions  and  in  some  cases  definite 
proofs  to  be  drawn  from  a  close  study  of  these  old  court  records;  and 
quite  possibly  we  may  be  able  at  a  later  date  to  uncover  a  number 
of  historical  facts  about  Edward  (Netty)  Cook’s  people,  and  the  early 
families  of  other  North  Carolina  Cooks  as  well.
